Page 4, paragraph 1, please delete lines 1-14 and replace with the following: 
A cushioned grip member 22 is secured to at least one pressure contact region 
of hand grip 4. The pressure contact regions of the hand grip include those areas of the 
hand grip 4 to which a surgeon must grasp or apply pressure to during manipulation of 
the trocar assembly or insertion of obturator 6 through tissue into a body cavity. In a 
preferred embodiment, cushioned grip member 22 is formed from a thermoplastic
